Move Made to 
Lower Rates 


A move has been made in the Shire 
Council to cut the municipal rates. 










































The move was made in the council’s administrative 
committee meeting on the motion of the shire presi- 
dent, Cr. Crofts, and Cr. Weaver. ‘ 

The move was to recommend to the full council 
that the rates be cut from 13.5 cents in the dollar 
to 12 cents. : 


This would mean cutting the shire’s budget (as- 
suming the shire had remained the same size) by 
between $100,000 and $120,000. 

And it would mean thot individual householder’s 
rate bills would have dropped $5 to $8. 

A cent on the municipal rate means between 
$75,000 and $80,000. On individual rates means 
about $6. 

At the committee meeting — which is the full 
council meeting in private—-the draft estimates 
were presented. These had been amended in a 
similar administrative committee meeting on Sep~ 
tember 1.0. 

The Crs. Crofts and Weaver moved that the 
council strike a rate of 12 cents in the dollar for 
the 1968-69 year. 

A great deal of discussion followed. 

The shire secretary, Mr. J. Waters, recorded in 
his minutes that “it was obvious that an agreement 
would not be reached so the chairman adjourned the 
meeting.” 5 

Rates were not discussed at last Monday night’s 
council meeting. :

NO SEWERAGE CONNECTIONS TO BUILDINGS WHICH 
DO NOT COMPLY TO REGULATIONS 

A warning has been given that the reticulated sew- 
erage system will not be connected to homes and out- 
buildings that do not comply with building regulations. 


It mainly applies to bungalows, 
sheds and garages which have been 
built on blocks of land that have only 


room, under the law, for one home. 
The warning was given by the shire building 


surveyor, Mr. A. Beech, 


The council has backed him with a formal 


resolution. 


The Shire President, Cr. 
Crofts, says: “We will not 
tolerate these sub-standard 


dwellings.” 
And_the Shire Engineer, 
Mr. R. C. Simmons, says 


the enforcement of the re- 
tulations will mean the end 
of backyard dwellers in 
Altona. 

“Nobody will want to rent 
bungalows that do not have 
the proper facilities,” he 
said. . 

Mr. Beech said in a spe- 
cial report to the Council: 

Due_to the installation of 
the Sewerage Reticulation 
System in the Altona North 
area, it has become appa- 
rent that some owners are 
Jesirous of connecting _fit- 
tings which have been ille-

An owner may then sup, 


ply to any registered plum- 
ber of his choice and agree 
on the most economical or 
most suitable design to suit 
his particular site. 

The plumbers (who nor- 
mally employ a drainer), 
install the drains and cali 
to the Melbourne & Metro- 
politan Board of Works for 
an inspection and test by 
the Sewerage Drainage 
Inspector. Should the drains 
be approved the Inspector 
notes the actual position of 
the drains together with all 
vents 1.0’s_ and branch 
drains on his records and 
the drainage excavation 
may be backfilled. 

Af the inspector finds any 
discrepancies such as- build- 
ings over easements or 
drains installed in  ease- 
ments the plumber is in. 
structed to contact the 
Council of the Municipality 
and Tequest permission to 
install the drain in the ease- 
ment. 

We have at present one 
situation where the drain 
has been installed with con- 
nections to a sleepout which 
has been extended without 
permit and is a separate 
sub - standard residential 
building capable of being 








let as a flat. 

A notice has been served 
on the owner requiring de- 
molition of this extension 
and also, that the building 
be made to conform to the 
plan under which the per- 
mit authorising construction 
was issued. 

In many instances where 
the drainage connection to 
an illegal or converted 
building will not be en 
croaching on an - easement, 
the buildings will be sewer- 
ed without our knowledge 
and — subsequently owners 
will_be required to conform 
to Council requirements and 
remove these buildings thus 
involving additional costs to 
add to their predicament. 


I feel that Council should 
make it generally known 
that any building which 
does not conform to the re- 
quirements of the Uniform 
Building Regulation, ‘ie, 
Sleepauts, Garages, Out- 
buildings conve! to _resi- 
dential use and Dwellings 
converted to dual’ occupan- 
cies, should not be con- 
nected to the Sewerage 
System, and that action will 
be taken against offending 
owners who fail to comply 
with this requirement. 
The Melbourne & Metro- 
politan Board of Works 
have printed on the plan 
supplied to the owner the 
following proviso: 

‘Not withstanding the is. 
sue of this plan it is neces- 
sary for the owner to obtain 
the approval of the local 
Municipal Council to the 
construction of new build- 
ings and alterations, addi- 
tions, repairs and changes 
of use or occupancy in 





existing buildings’. 























EDITORIAL 


ALTONA HOSPITAL 


In 1967-68 there were 920 
patients in the Altona Hospita!. 

In the same year there were 549 
patients from Altona treated in the 
Footscray Hospital. In addition an un- 
known number were in metropolitan 
hospitals. - 


It appears that in Footscray Hos- 


pital alone, about 20 beds of its comple-- 


ment of 274 were necessary to provide 
‘for Altona patients, 


The Altona Hospital, which has 
served Altona so well, cannot obtain 
permission to extend to‘provide extra 
beds. At the same time the Footscray 
Hospital report notes that because of 
high bed ‘occupancy there are a “‘num- 
ber of patients who are unable to be 
admitted or have their admission de- 
ferred. In May last, 135 maternity 


applications could not be accommodat- 


ed.” 


It -is clear that the Altona Hos- 
pital performs two valuable services. 

\t provides efficient care and at- 
tention to large numbers of Altona pa- 
tients in a local and congenial atmos- 
phere. ’ 


’ It provides alternate accommoda- 
tion to assist Footscray and other 
metropolitan hospitals, who are gen- 
erally at or above patient admission 
capacity. ‘ 

There are patients who, because of 
their medical or particular needs, 
must be treated at major hospitals, but 


the possibilities of the smaller hospitals . 


should be more realised. 


The needs of. Altona are evident. 
The population is , growing - steadily. 
The hospital is being filled to near cap- 
acity, its occupancy last year was the 
highest on record. . i 


- - A new major Altona hospital is in 
the distant future, depending on popu- 
lation trends and money. 


In the meantime, Footscray Hos- 
pital cannot be relied on to take an in- 
crease of patients from this area. 

More beds for hospitalisation of 
Altona people must be achieved, if not 
in Footscray, then in Altona. 

Further efforts should be made to 
obtain sanction to an extension of the 

Altona Hospital.

Provision of sewerage facilities for the 


southern section of Altona began with construc- 
tion of the first 7,500 feet of main sewer west 
of Maidstone Street in 1967. 







Now boring equipment for 
the laying of the sewer 
throughout the residential 
area is appearing at regular 
intervals along the streets. 
The photograph above 
showing three of the work 
sites was taken in Palm 
Avenue looking east along 
Civie Parade. 













Currently work is being 
carried out on the laying 
of another 2,115 feet of 24” 
diameter sewer and this 
work to cost $148,000 is: ex- 
pected to be finished early 
next year. 


‘Another tender, for 
$193,000, has been tet for 
sewerage reticulation of 232 
properties north of Civic 
Parade between Maidstone 
and Medford Streets. 


“Tenders have been called 
for the reticulation of a 
further 180 properties south 
of Civic’ .Parade between 
Maidstone Street and- Grieve 
Highway. 


Work in both these areas 
is due for completion early 
in 1969 and will involve the 
laying of 8,000 feet of 9 
inch sewer and 8,200 feet 
of 6 inch sewer, 






When completed owners 
will have a certain period 
in which to have their pro- 
perties connected to the 
sewer. 


‘Designs for the notoricus- 
ly wet and difficult reticula- 
tion area at ‘the south 
western extremity of Altona 
are almost complete and its 
construction will entail more 
elaborate dewatering ar- 
rangements than are usual. 
Tenders for this work are 
expected to be called 
within the next month. 


The first 7,500 feet of the 
main sewer was constructed 
through some of the most 
difficult ground in the metro- 
politan area — low lying 
swampy land subject to 
periodic flooding, with layers 
of hard basalt intruding into 
water charged sandy soils, 
with bands of clay and 
limestone pockets.

TRAIN SERVICE COMPLAINT TO BE 
PRESENTED TO MINISTER © 


A ratepayer’s letter of complaint 
over the train service to Altona is to 





be presented to 


the Minister for 


Transport, Mr. Wilcox. 


The letter, written by Mr. 
S. L. Heriot, of 91 The 
Esplanade, will be given to 
Mr. Wilcox when he tours 
the district on October 3. 

He will be shown around 
Altona by the Shire Council. 

The tour will begin at the 
Paisley railway station, it- 
self a source of many com- 
plaints, 


The shire secretary, Mr. 
J. Waters has been in- 
structed to draw up an iti- 
nerary to take in all the 
transport problems in Al- 
tona. 

He will also draw up a 
submission of what needs to 
be done-to improve the dif- 
ferent transport services. 

Mr. Heriot said in his 
letter to the council: 

“With respect of the pro- 
posed raising of the Shire 
of Altona to City status, T 
wish to draw attention fo 
the shocking train service 
provided by the Victorian 
Railways, for the -feeder 
service between Newport’ and 
Altona, with what might be 
the filthiest and most de- 
grepit train carriages, in the 
State of Victoria. 


“Whilst giving full credit 
to the hard work performed 
by Councillors and citizens 
over. the years, which has 
resulted in some through 
trains, and a more frequent 
service generally, it is felt 
that we can accept the pre- 
sent standard of train ser- 
vice between Newport and 
Altona no longer. 

“It will be no use: us 
having City status if visitors 
and residents proceeding to 
the new ‘City of Altona’ 
have to board the present 
train at Newport, we will 
just be a subject fer ridi- 
cule. 


“As the same feeder 
train serves Williamstown, 
when we have the ‘through’ 
train, it is suggested that 
a joint deputation of Altona 
and Williamstown Councils, 
together with the Hon, Mem- 
ber of Parliament for the 
electorate, (as the Railways 
are a Government Depart- 
ment) invite the Chief Com- 
missioner of the Victorian 
Railways in person, to 
travel with them in the 2nd 
class carriage with wood 
seat backs from Newport 
to Altona. . 

“If we cannot have all 
‘through’ trains, nor have 
better train carriages, up 
to the standard. supplied 
for use by residents of other 
cities served by the Victa- 
rian Railways, by reason 
of lack of finance, there can 
not be any acceptable 
Treason why the existing 
trains could not, at least be 
thoroughly cleaned and re- 
painted inside and out, re- 
decorated and refurnished, 
with upholstered seats and 


floor coverings, restoring 
such carriages to vintage 
relics and not just the 
oldest and dirtiest rolling 
stock, which cannot _ be 
used for other suburban 


lines, but are good enough 
for Altona and Williamstown 





residents standards,” the 
letter concluded. 

The problem of no toilets 
at Paisley station is also to 
be isiscussed with the Min- 
ister. 


The council has received 
a letter from the Secretary 
to the Railways saying: 

“Referring to your letter 
of April 23, the building on 
the platform at Paisley was 
provided partly as a wait- 
ing room and shelter with 
the smaller portion to be 
used, for our own purposes. 
It is not a toilet building 
and its construction is un- 
suitable for this purpose. 
However, we note that your 
Council is willing to provide 
a pan service without cost 
for a toilet facility at this 
station, and we propose to 
provide a separate building 
for use as a common toilet 
at Paisley. Our Chief 
Traffic Manager will com- 
municate with you regard- 
ing the commencement of 
the pan service.”
